The State Already Divided. 


It will be news to a great many 
people that a law exists on the statute 
books setting off San Luis Obispo, 
Santa Barbara, Los Angeles, San 
Diego and San Bernardino counties, 
and a part of Kern county, as a sep- cou 
arate Territory of the United States; 
that this law was duly voted upon by 
the people; was carried by the required 
two-thirds vote; the result certified by 
the Governor, and that the documents 
are on file in Washington, awaiting the 
action of Congress.

1859. It has slumbered as a dead-letter 
law ever since, but has never been re- 
voked, and, should Congress now 
choose to recognize it, nothing could 
prevent a division of this State. 

We do not pretend to say that this 
would be an exactly fair way to bring 
about State division—at least, it would 
not be open and above board without 
resubmission to a vote of the people. 
The facts in the case are recited in 
an interview with Judge R. M. Wid- 
ney, which THE Times publishes today.

Prohibition Sustained. 


The decision rendered by Judge 
Cheney in the Pasadena liquor case 
yesterday is one of the most important 
ever promalgated in Southern Califor- 
nia, and it will be hailed with great sat- 
isfaction by the temperance people.
